the First War, Captain Cockburn gained an M.A. degree at St. 
John’s College, Oxford. In 1921 he became a master in the 
Upper School. Except for the years 1940-45 when he served 
as a Major in the R.C.A. in Canada and England, he has been 
here. 

His subjects were, and are, languages, modern and classic. 
From 1931 he was House Master of School House, until he 
married Miss Hazel Stobie in 1933. 

Memories of Co are most universally connected with his 
service to the Cadet Corps as shooting-instructor. He gave every 
boy in the Upper School and, more recently, many in the Lower 
School the opportunity to learn target-shooting correctly and 
safely. Also latterly, he will be remembered for his flawless 
and flapless running of the Upper School book-store. 

Those who knew Ridley between the Wars remember a 
younger Twink — when he was a knowledgeable, and ever- 
willing, football official. In the days before the timing-clock 
he wore two wrist-watches in pursuit of terminological exactitude. 
His indication of the end of a quarter, a complete volte-face with 
arms flung wide, was an unforgetable link between football and 
the ballet: when he was the surveyor and organizer of the 
Upper School Cross-country Races, at a time when they were 
undergoing alterations that would confuse the mind of an ordin- 
ary mortal — when he was an all-including editor of Acta — 
when .. ., and so on. 

Co was an Honorary Life Member of the erstwhile Ridley 
College Old Boys Association. No person at the School has done 
more to renew the Spirit of Ridley in the hearts of visiting Old 
Boys than he has, with his welcoming hand-shake and talk of 
‘Remember when... ?’ 

One day last winter, Co fell on an icy side-walk and broke 
his hip. To most men of his years, such an accident would 
mark the end of the active trail — not so for him. True, his 
locomotion today is not that of the man who used to make it 
from School House to the old post-office in under fifteen 
minutes, and he leans, perforce, on a walking stick, but it is hard 
to recognize that he has retired. 

Co will never really retire. 
will be a part of the Ridley scene.

“The Ridley Program for Excellence 


By the time this issue of Tiger reaches you, the 
Program will have passed the $4,100,000 mark. There 
is still a good long way to go before we reach our 
$5,000,000 objective. However, your campaign execu- 
tive feel the target will be achieved because there are 
still a good number of large and small contributors to be 
heard from. 


Edmonton was the first branch to reach its target. 
Niagara Peninsula has also done so and both are still 
sending contributions in to campaign headquarters. Tor- 
onto Present Parents are also over their target and still 
counting. 


Halifax has reached 90% of its objective; Other 
Countries 88%; Toronto Old Boys 87%; Montreal 82%; 
Toronto Friends 80%; Toronto Past Parents 73%; and 


Toronto Special Names and Toronto Corporations both 
71%. 


Our Campaign has already raised over $1,000,000 
more than any other Canadian independent school has 
attempted to raise. The full $5,000,000 is needed if we 
are to raise our endowment funds to increase bursary 
and scholarship aid, attract and hold top calibre staff 
members and maintain the buildings, as well as erect the 


new Library Resource Centre and renovate the current 
physical plant to bring it up to today’s standards. 

Based upon the results to date, your Board of Gov- 
ernors have authorized the demolition of the old ‘maid’s 
quarters’ wing and the construction of the new Library 
Resource Centre. At the same time, renovation of the 
living accommodations in School House will commence 
(at last!). 

It is planned that this work which includes new 
classrooms, a Biology laboratory and an Art Centre, will 
be the only new construction that will be done. Hope- 
fully this construction, together with the remaining reno- 
vations, will be completed by the opening of the school 
year in September 1973.

Rowing 1972 


There was good interest shown in rowing this year with 
almost fifty boys trying out for 31 places. The three coaches 
picked their crews and went about the frustrating task of building 
strong contenders. 

Clay Brown, coaching the 135 lb. novice eight, had his work 
cut out for him at the beginning of the season, but through hard 
work and continuous practice, Belshaw, Witzel mi., McLeod,

Ritchie, Holliday, MacKay mi., Cawker, Wood and Stewart began 
to look like a crew. In the city championships, they placed 
fourth in a very close and exciting race, finishing only one boat 
length behind the winning crew. Encouraged by the closeness of 
the race, the crew felt that they would do well at the Canadian 
Schoolboy Regatta and that they possibly had a chance at win- 
ning the championship. They did place second in their heat but 
placed fourth in the final the next day: a very reasonable 
performance. 

Our only victory in the City Sprints came from the 145 lb. 
experienced four, who called themselves the ‘Misfit Four’. It was 
a complete surprise to everyone when Szczucinski mi., Blechin- 
berg, Thorpe, MacLachlan mi. and Fraser crossed the finish 
line first. Unfortunately they didn’t do as well in the Canadian 
Schoolboy Regatta, not qualifying for the final. However, 
rowing as a 135 lb. four with Naylor ma. in the boat in place of 
MacLachlan who was too heavy they came second by inches 
in the closest race of the day. 

John ‘Munch’ McIntyre coached the 145 Ib. eight of Walker 
II, Naylor, Thom, Gamble, Raymond, Fennel, Toth, Ehrenberg, 
Snider, a crew which had an excellent chance to win a Canadian 
Championship this year. They finished second in the City 
Championships with Thorpe rowing in Toth’s place. All season 
long there was a strong rivalry between the crew from St. 
Catharines Collegiate, who won the Sprints, and our crew. The 
145 lb. crew was confident but wary going into the Canadian 
Championships and in a well-rowed race once again took second 
honours. The bow four from the eight (Fennell, Toth, Ehren- 
berg, Snider) though, won in the 145 lb. coxless four class, our 
only gold medal at the Canadian Schoolboy Regatta. 

The Heavy Eight this year of MacKay ma., MacLachlan ma., 
Szczucinski ma., Powell mi., McElheny ma., Crassweller, Wein- 
stein, Dorland and coxswain Watlington has up until now met 
with varied success. Coach Neil Campbell, put the boys through 
strenuous workouts and got them into excellent condition so 
when the crew, with five new members and two of whom had 
never rowed before, went down to Middletown, Delaware for the 
American Schoolboy Regatta, after coming second to a strong 
West Park crew in the City Sprints, they came away with gold 
medals, winning the heavy eight race for the fourth consecutive 
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year. However, at the Canadian Championship they were beaten 
by a strong Brentwood crew from British Columbia in a race 
that was extremely close among all of the first four boats. 

The crew is presently training for The Princess Elizabeth 
Challenge Cup at The Henley Regatta in England, looking for- 
ward to making up for the unfortunate accident last year. The 
crew’s long range plans are to row this summer for Canada as 
an eight in the FISA Youth Regatta to be held in Milan, Italy 
in early August. 

Overall, I think that it has been a good year for rowing at 
the school, as the rowers have met with moderate success and 
have received plenty of encouragement from the boys, the staff 
and the Headmaster.

@:.4 Annual Prize Day 


Pleasant June days have meant that the prize day ceremonies 
could be held outdoors in the shaded grassy area north of the 
Gymnasium and for some years now the informal atmosphere 
has provided a delightful ending to the School year. This year, 
however, the weatherman was most unco-operative and a very 
chilly June 10th found the Ridley dignitaries resplendent in their 
academic array facing a gymnasium packed with boys, parents 
and friends of Ridley. 

In the absence of the Chairman, Mr. Mac Irwin ably handled 
the proceedings. Following the opening prayer, the Headmaster 
gave his report on the School year, outlining academic and 
athletic highlights. He paid tribute to the departing staff of 
the Upper School with special mention of the “acceptable min- 
istrations’ of Major Cockburn. Physical plant changes to 
School House, including the start to the Resource Centre and 
the remodelling of part of the classroom area and boys’ rooms, 
were outlined. The proud parents learned that the graduating 
class of 48 boys had received, with three exceptions, early 
acceptance from the universities of their choice. 

The guest speaker and distributor of prizes, Dr. David W. 
Slater, President of York University, in a speech scarcely geared 
for the Ridley audience, urged his listeners to read the Report 
of the Wright Commission on Post-Secondary Education in 
Ontario when it appears in final form. One remarkable com- 
ment he did make was his reference to the statement of the 
iconoclastic thinker, Ivan Illich, who feels that the only two 
viable forms of structured education are those of Maoist China 
and post-Wright-Commission Ontario. He did also make refer- 
ence to many of the inequalities in the contemporary educational 
system, the enormous expense involved and the questioning of 
e value of university degrees. Unfortunately, no mention 
hatever was made of the local situation at Ridley or the 
accomplishments of the boys of the School in their academic 
pursuits.

The reading of the prize list and distribution of the 
prizes compensated for this lapse and indicated that high 
academic attainment is still of considerable importance at the 
School. Top prize winners in the Lower School were: Eden, 
Josselyn, Bullied, Domzella, Bunston, Knight and Mackenzie. 
In the Upper School, Ballantyne swept nearly all the Year 2 
awards, while Stewart I took all prizes offered in Year 4. 
Top winner in the Year 5 honours was Weinstein who received 
the Kelly Matthews Memorial Prize, the T. R. Merritt Matricu- 

tion Gold Medal and the Governor-General’s Medal. 

The four most coveted special prizes in the Upper 
School were won by Fraser (the Judge Benson Memorial Prize 
for Diligence); Kenny (the Headmaster’s Prize for Zealous 
Achievement); Szczucinski ma (the Terence Cronyn Prize) and 
Sabia (the J. Herbert Mason Medal). Sabia, an outstanding 


student as well as School prefect, editor of Acta Ridleiana, 
president of the Debating Union and organizer of the third 
Invitational Debating Tournament to which the Headmaster made 
reference in his report, took the Birks Gold Medal for high 
attainment in English and History.

The fact that Ridley had seven Ontario Scholars (80% 
average in Year 5) is surely an indication of continuing high 
standards at the School. The recipients of this honour were: 
Weinstein, Sabia, Orr, Szczucinski ma, Lai, Weaver and Putman. 

The final traditional gesture of Prize Day, prior to 
adjourning for lunch in the Great Hall, was the presentation 
of flowers to the guest speaker’s wife; Sabia, the Mason Gold 
Medal winner made the presentation to Mrs. Slater with great 
distinction. The Chaplain pronounced the blessing, the audience 
sang the School Song (with a noticeable lack of gusto, due, in 
large part to the new boys of the School not being required to 
learn it any more) and the School year was formally at an 
end. Only those boys with examinations to write would be 
left at the School for a few more days.

Students in the music department this year made a major 
detour from the path of normal music curriculum. When Mr. 
Bradley arrived at the School last fall he said that he felt that 
there was a great lack of things for boys at Ridley to do with 
their hands. With this in mind, the proposal was made to the 
year 2, 3 and 4 music classes that they should work together 
and construct a harpsichord for use both in the music department 
and in the chapel. The suggestion was greeted with great enthus- 
iasm, and a kit for a six-foot Flemish harpsichord was ordered 
from the Zukermann Harpsichord Company in New York. 

The first package, containing the cabinet parts, arrived 
during the Christmas vacation, and the second package, con-

ONE DAY THIS SPRING 
Thoughts of an Old Guy 


As he sat at lunch in the Great Hall of Ridley on Friday, 27 
May, 1972, he saw the School as it is to-day and remembered it 
as it used to be. Perhaps what caused his train of thought was 
the fact that on the next day Ridley’s unbeaten XI was due to 
play T.C.S. in Port Hope for the cricket championship of the 
Independent Schools’ Athletic Association — quondam, Little 
Big Four. 

In the twenties, the thirties, the forties and, even, the 
fifties, this meeting would have been the game of the day. It 
still would be the match of the season, but... and it is a big 
‘but’. 

Next day, also, the heavy eight would be in Delaware, 
hoping to win the U.S. National Schoolboy Rowing Champion- 
ship for the fourth successive year; The I.S.A.A. Tennis Tourna- 
ment was to take place here, and the I.S.A.A. Rugger Tourna- 
ment was to be played at Appleby College, in both of which 
Ridley would participate; moreover, the 2nd XI and the Under 
16A XI were to play T.C.S. here, the Upper School League XI 
and the Lower School Ist XI were to play as well in Port Hope, 
and four other Lower School XI’s and a tennis-team were 
to be at U.C.C. in Toronto. On the previous day, Ridley had 
taken part in the I.S.A.A. Track Meet at U.C.C., and in a few 
days boys who had qualified in the local S.O.S.S.A. Track Trials, 
would be competing in regional trials in Hamilton. On Saturday, 
too, the 135 lb. and 145 lb. eights and the fours would be rowing 
another day of training on the Henley Course at Port Dalhousie, 
and other boys, some of the few not taking part in any of the 
foregoing, would be off on their bicycles for a ride about the 
countryside. 

Shades of ‘the good old days’! ! 

Before going into lunch, the Old Guy had seen a list on the 
notice-board of some twenty boys who were required to get hair- 
cuts before Monday. They were the extremes — in his book, 
all the boys, and some masters, needed hair cuts; or, they would 
have in an earlier age. Long hair is today’s fad, and what 
does it matter, really? At any rate, it obviously does not affect 
athletic ability. 

He was sitting at a Year 4 (Grade XII, VIB, as you will) 
table.

years. But efficiency and good management have their own 
rewards and Ridley will now lose Mr. Smith to the University 
of Windsor where he will be in charge of all Beaver’s operations. 
In his last week at the School, Hugh produced splendid meals for 
three special functions: the Graduation Dinner, the Awards 
Dinner and luncheon (for several hundred people) following 
Prize Day ceremonies. 

With all the bicycling, some of the boys still seem capable 
of doing some walking as was seen from their participation 
in the annual walkathon for Crippled Children. The social work, 
begun several years ago, has continued as several boys spent 
their Wednesday half-holiday tutoring city children and _ pro- 
viding much needed companionship for these boys. 

On Sunday, May 7th, it looked as if Ridley had gone co-ed, 
for there was a large contingent of girls here for a combined 
concert with the Ridley Choir. The girls, from the St. Catharines 
Collegiate, opened the concert in the Chapel with a wide- 
ranging group of musical selections and joined the Ridley boys in 
the final group of numbers which included the Hallelujah 
Chorus. The middle section of the evening’s music was devoted 
to numbers sung by the Ridley Choir. Mr. Butler and Mrs. 
Terry Pothier of the Collegiate had worked hard to prepare 
their choirs for this evening and a large and appreciative audience 
was most responsive to the fine singing heard throughout the 
concert.

President of the Ridley College Debating Union; before school 
started in September, he had his mind set on another Tournament 
for Ridley, and the organizational machinery that carried it off 
was the result of his enthusiasm and flawless competence. 

Sabia has done more for debating at Ridley than any other 
student in recent memory. He was a keen Lower School Debater 
with Ted Morgan, and has been a part of the activity’s burgeoning 
growth ever since; last year he was declared the best High School 
debater in the country (incidentally, he was the first recipient of 
this award) as a result of his performance at the National 
Debating Tournament in Port Hope. This year he has worked 
tirelessly as an organizer and coach for our own teams, and has 
done a great deal to keep relationships alive with other schools.
